Says Bryan's Election Is Essential To tlie 


Preservation of the Republic. 


United States Senator George. L. 


Wellington, of Maryland, Republican, 
has made a formal statement of his 
attitude in the present campaign. 
He 


says: 


"I am unalterably opposed to the 


re-election 
of 
President McKinley. 


Bryan is a better man in every way 
than McKinley, and I regard his elec- 
tion as essential to the preservation of 
the republic. 


"I regard the Philadelphia platform 


as a grave departure from the faith of 
our fathers. It is not the Republican- 
ism of Lincoln, but an indorsement of 
the inimical policies foisted upon the 
country by McKinley. 


"I am an anti-imperialist. I do not 


talk one way in congress and another 
way on the outside, nor do I talk one 
way and act another. I am not like 
old Hoar—able to appeal to the past 
and the future and then stultify my- 
self. I see only the present. The 
past is gone and the future can care 
for itself; but I'll help take care of the 
present. 


"I am convinced there is a secret 


alliance with England beyond any 
doubt. You remember the cry that 
was raised against Cleveland of sub- 
serviency to England. There was not 
one-quarter the ground for it that 
there is for the same cry against Mc- 
Kinley. He would not dare do a thing 
that would be unacceptable to Eng- 
land, for he is nothing more than an 
English proconsul. 


"President McKinley has betrayed 


me. I was opposed to the Paris peace 
treaty and would never have voted for 
its ratification of my own volition. I 
told the president so, and he induced 
me to vote for it by solemnly pledging 
me that it was not the intention o. 
himself or the government to forcibly 
hold 
or permanently 
acquire the 


Philippines. 


"lie further said that his personal 


desire was to restore law and order in 
the islands and then submit the mat- 
ter to congress, with the idea of hav- 
mg it grant absolute freedom and self- 
government to the Filipinos. 
With 


that pledge from President William 
McKinley I voted for the 
treaty. 


Without it I never should have done 
so. 


"The resolution I offered in the 


senate, and which was the basis of my 
speech on the Philippine question, 
provided for exactly what tne presi- 
dent himself told me he desired lo 
brin;' about. 


".Bryan is absolutely right on the 


one great issue involved in this cam- 
paign, and, with the money question 
at rest for four years, he is a bigger, 
a better and a safer man than Mc- 
Kinley. Even if the money question 
were not settled, Bryan is a man of 
too much sense to undertake to tam- 
per with the currency. Bryan is cer- 
tain to be our next prcbident, and 1 
shall be glad to see him elected. 


•MeKinley is totally unfit for the 


office of president, because he is so 
weak and vacillating tliat he can't 
stick to an opinion over night. If he 
could know his own mind and be con-

Plans For the Improvement of the School 


and Adaptation To Local Conditions 


Are Belne Formed. 


Thursday's sessions of the Bedford 


Springs Summer school for Sunday 
school workers were opened by Hugh 
Cork, who spoke of the "Furnishing 
and 
Appliances 
for 
the 
Sabbath 


School." Rev. Bomberger presented 
"The Substance of Christ's Teaching," 
in the second period. This was fol- 
lowed by Mrs. Barnes' third lecture on 
"Lesson Construction." The morning 
session concluded with a Bible reading 
by Dr. Roads. 


At 2 p. m. Dr. Roads made an im- 


portant address 
on "Supplemental 


Courses in Bible Side Lights," showing 
the value of comparing scripture with 
scripture. He was followed by Prof. 
Van Ormer in his final lecture on 
"Child Study." Mr. Hatch did not ap- 
pear, having severed his relation with 
the Sabbath school work since the 
programme was published. The after- 
noon's work was concluded by Mr. 
Cork, who spoke of the splendid pos- 
sibilities of Sabbath school work in 
the future. 


The fourth evening was occupied by 


the well known astronomical observer 
and lecturer, Rev. A. W. Quimby. His 
topic, "The Story of the Skies," was 
illustrated by a splendid 
series of 


astronomical views, some of the photo- 
graphs being rare and costly, owing to 
the diilieulty of obtaining them, even 
with the largest telescopes.

prayer and conversation the day ses- 
sions closed. 


The final evening lecture, by Harold 


Kennedy, was an entertainment

ONTOPEKIN! 


The International Troops Are On Their 


Way to the Chinese Capital. 


Despite the warning from Li Hung 


Chang that the foreign ministers in 
Pekin would be killed if the interna- 
tional troops entered that city, the 
allies, last week, started for the 
Chinese capital. 


The first battle resulting from this 


movement was fought on Sunday, with 
a loss to the allies of 1,200 in killed 
and wounded. The Chinese loss was 
very heavy. Sixteen thousand foreign 
troops met the enemy at daylight Sun- 
day at Peitsang, about nine miles 
from Tien Tsin, and after a fight of 
seven boors and a half put the Chinese 
to flight. The Russian and Japanese 
troops suffered the most. The Chinese 
have cut the dykes and flooded the 
country. 
Prince Tuan has ordered 


the imperial troops and Boxers to con- 
test every foot of the ground to Pekin. 
The allies number about 30,000 men.

WASHINBTON, August 7.—It is humil- 


iating to an American's pride to know 
that China's defiance of the much- 
applauded demand of Secretary Hay, 
to be immediately put into communi- 
cation with our minister, in the shape 
of a notice that none of the foreign 
ministers at Pekin would be allowed 
to send or receive cipher messages, had 
to be handed by the Chinese minister 
to an assistant secretary. It is another 
ease of "like master, like man." See- 
ing that Mr. McKinley did not regard 
it as necessary to stay in Washington 
and attend to his public duties, Secre- 
tary Hay, who is supposed to be per- 
sonally in charge of all important 
matters relating to our foreign policy, 
went oft on a pleasure jaunt himself, 
and they say at the state department 
that he is not expected to return in- 
side of two weeks, when Mr. McKinley 
will be due for another visit to talk 
personal polities with his cronies—all 
of which shows that the administra- 
tion wishes to delay the settlement of 
this Chinese business. 


It is becoming constantly more evi- 


dent that Mr. JIcKinley 
is quite 


jealous of the prominence given Gover- 
nor Teddy in the campaign. That was 
one of the things which brought him 
to Washington several days ago. One 
of the results of his visit is that a quiet 
tip has gone out to the thick and thin 
McKinley men not to mention Roose- 
velt's name, either in writing or in 
speaking, when it can be avoided. 
That this tip is already being acted 
upon is shown by a number of inter- 
views given out at different times and 
places by Mr. McKinley's friends, in 
which Roosevelt's 
name does 
not 


appear, but it is always what McKin- 
ley will do in this or that state. This 
matter is insignificant at this time,but 
Governor Teddy may make it import- 
ant when he realizes what Mr. McKin- 
ley and his personal following are 
trying to do.

ABOUT THE

PHILIPPINES, announced that the 


Philippines 
were 


pacified and had cheerfully accepted 
American rule, and as official des- 
patches are toned up or down to sus- 
tain that conclusion," says the Pitts- 
burg Post, -'it is interesting and import- 
ant to get at the real facts. We do 
this to a certain extent in a letter 
written by Frederick W. Palmer, a 
well-known 
correspondent 
of 
the 


JT'orkZ, who has left Manila lor pro- 
fessional work in China. On his way 
he sends the World from Hong Kong a 
careful summary of the Philippine sit- 
uation. In his letter Mr. Palmer says 
he has'no interest in either political 
party and no bias except in favor oi 
expansion; his only purpose is to state 
the facts.' Mr. Palmer's letter is dated 
Hong Kong, June 22, and that the con 
ditions he describes are still existing 
in the Philippines is shown by a des 
patch, from General MacArthur, made 
public yesterday by our war depart- 
ment, announcing a serious reverse to 
the Americans on the island of Luzon, 
in which a detachment of troops.with a 
lieutenant of engineers in command 
was attacked by a band of Filipinos and 
the whole party kUled, wounded 01 
captured. The Filipinos sent in the 
wounded, with the assurance that the 
prisoners would be well cared for. 


"In the first place, as to the pacifi 


cation boasted of by Mr. McKinley at 
Canton Mr. Palmer, after six months 
sojourr on the islands and a visit to 
all of them occupied by our tsoops 
states that— 


" 'My 
conviction—and the convie 


tion of the great majority of army 


officers—is that at no time since the 
occupation of the islands by the force 


of the United States have life anc 
property in general been more unsafe 
than they are to day, that never have 
we had so few real friends among the 
people; never have so few been merely 
indifferent to our rule rather than op 
posed to it. 


" 'I do not believe that there are a 


thousand natives on the Ulaud of Lu 


:on who would not welcome with all 
,heir hearts the departure of the last 
American from the islands. It is no 
longer the Tagalog provinces which 
oppose us. It is all the provinces. 
The people of the southern islands and 
of the outlying provinces, now that 
they are aroused, being more conserva- 
tive, and therefore more stubborn, are 
opposing us with greater tenacity and 
courage than the Tagalogs, and with 
equal cunning. They are not fighting 
us in the open. They have found a 
way which better serves their purpose. 
The people in the towns hinder us by 
a negative attitude and secretly sub- 
scribe funds to pay those in the field. 


' 'Those in the field are soldiers to- 


day and citizens to-morrow. A force 


of three or four hundred men can be 
gathered at a given spot within 24 
hours and all can hide their rifles and 
become amigos who come into the gar- 
risoned towns and talk with the sol- 
dieis whom they may meet in the field 
a few days later.' 


"This does not accord with the divine 


assimilation and beautiful pacification 
preached by McKinley at Canton. Mr. 
Palmer states the other American cor- 
respondents agree with him, but their 
papers being of the administration type 
their disclosures are not printed. 


'There is no warfare on the islands, 


be says, according to civilized stand- 
ards. 
'The casualty lists cabled by 


General 
MacArthur are constantly 


growing larger. The deaths from dis- 
ease are on the increase.' The Amer- 
icans cannot stand long service in the 
tropics. We all know many are coming 
back invalided for life—some insane 


and some physical wrecks. 


"Mr. 
Palmer meets the pretense that 


we are freeing the Philippines from 
oppression and corrupt rule with a de- 
cided negative. He declares: 


•'We hear against the police system 


in Manila and against 
the custom 


house the same complaints that were 
made against the Spaniards; the same 
complaints which eventually resulted 
in 
shameful 
disclosures 
in 
Cuba. 


There is a decided tendency on the 
part of the administration to send 
here (because of the distance and of 
the difficulty with which information 
finds its way home) even a worse class 


of political heelers than were sent to 
Cuba. The departments are encum- 
bered with 'fathers' sons' for clerks, 
as the heads of departments bitterly 
complain. General Otis said that he 
did 
not want certain civilian em- 


ployees, and yet the 
administration 


insisted that he should keep them. 


"We know how the politicians com- 


missioned to loot the Cuban postal 
service got along. It is not comfort- 
ing to know, as Mr. Palmer says, 'a 
worse class of political heelers are 
sent to the Philippines.' 


"The cost of living on the islands is 


increasing and the taxes on the people 
are heavier than the Spaniards im- 
posed. 
There are fewer schools on 


the islands under American than under 
Spanish or Filipino rule. The political 
appointees in charge of the schools are 
the laughing stock of the educated 
Filipinos. And about the future, Mr. 
Palmer says the natives tax themselves 
for schools, and these schools teach 
the Filipino youth the lessons of un- 
dying opposition to Americans and a 
burning desire for independence. 


"Equally interesting is Mr. Palmer's 


disclosure of the business conditions 
on the islands. 
The administration 


papers have lately been boasting of 
increased commerce with America. 
It is pointed out that this increased 
trade is inerjly in supplies for the 
army, which are paid for not by the 
Filipinos, 
but by 
ourselves. 
The 


greatest increase has been in beer con 
suraed by the soldiers 
Americans 


have invested only trifling amounts in 
business or real estate. The big saloon 
and gambling business, however, is 
largely in American hands. American 
mining experts sent out have returned 
home disgusted. 
Americans have 


made no attempt to engage in the to- 
bacco or hemp trade, which is in tbe 
hands of Englishmen, Germans and 
Spaniards. Nearly all the Americans 
who have gone out are in search of 
position or dealing in whisky or beer, 
or something appealing to the wants 


of the 05,000 soldiers we have on the 
islands. 


"No one will question that Mr. Pal- 


mer presents a more honest picture of 
conditions in the Philippines than Mr. 
McKinley ventured on in his goody- 
goody speech at Canton, intended for 
purposes of deception. 
And yet Mc- 


Kinley paid Spain 520,000,000 for these 
islands and has expended the lives of 
five thousand American boys and hua> 
dreds of millions of dollars in carry- 
ing on his unholy, cruel End needless 
war of conquest and subjugation to 
advance imperialism in free America.

Congressman Henry U. Johnson, a 
Prominent Republican of Indiana, 


REPUDIATES 
McKlNLEY. 


The Former Leader ot the Hoo»ler State 


Republicans Says That Patriots Will 


Do Their Duty This Year. 


A Trip To the Moon. 


One of the Midway Illusions That Will Excite 


Wonder and Interest. 


A despatch from Richmond, Ind., 


states that ex-Representative Henry 
U. Johnson, who, as a Republican, 
served in congress with distinction lor 
eight years, gaining an enviable repu- 
tation for signal ability and fearless- 


.ess, has returned to Richmond after 
a residence of several months in St. 
Louis. Before the close of the Fifty- 
fifth congress Mr. Johnson was suft'er- 
.ng from a nervous trouble, but fol- 
.owing a short rest, he moved to St. 
Louis. Already known as a leader at 
the Indiana bar, he took a prominent 
.lace in the legal profession of the 
Mound City, but alter a few months' 
practice, which promised him a bright 
'uture, his health was again under- 
mined by the uncongenial climate, and 
having passed several weeks in a hos- 
pital, he has come back to his old 
liome. 


To Indiana people Mr. Johnson's 


attitude toward the present campaign 
has been of much interest. Before he 
returned 
here 
it 
was understood 


among the politicians that, ardent 
Republican though he has been, he 
would not support President MeKinley 
for re-election. 
-Since his return he 


has made it plain that he will take no 
half-way stand, and that 
he will 


earnestly advocate Mr. Bryan's eleva- 
tion to the chief magistracy. 
Eope 


has been expressed by the Democrats 
that Mr. Johnson would be able to 
take the stump, but he is still in bed 
and states that he does not expect to 
be able to resume his law practice till 
the beginning of next year. 


To the Post correspondent Mr. John- 


son kindly outlined his views ol the 
presidential contest and the reasons 
therefor. 
"Imperialism," said he, "is 


the overshadowing issue of the cam- 
paign. Compared with it every other 
question sinks into insignificance. It 
is not the declaration oi the Kansas 
City convention declaring it to be para- 
mount which makes it so. This decla- 
ration simply records a self-evident 
fact. It would be strange, indeed, if 
the issue which involves their very 
system of government and which is 
pregnant with vital and far-reaching 
consequences, both to themselves and 
to alien races, did not occupy the first 
place in the minds of the American 
people. 


'Those who support the wretched 


foreign policy of the administration 
will, of course, endeavor to dwarf this 
question during the canvass, and to 
crowd matters of minor importance to 
the front, for they fully realize that it 
is the most vulnerable point in their 
armor. The Philadelphia platform has 
already set the pace in this respect. 
It sets forth other Republican achieve- 
ments in hyperbole and speaks upon 
other topics with gross exaggeration, 
but the burning issue of the hour ii 
treated quite sparingly. 


"Partisan spellbinders and the par 


tisan press will have much to say this 
year about what they are pleased to 
term 'Democratic incapacity for gov 
ernmental affairs.' 
Such prosperity as 


the country enjoys will be attributed 
wholly to the party in power. Provi 
dence will be robbed of its dues in this 
matter and at the same time be loaded 
down with responsibility for the syndi 
cate war of greed in the Philippines. 


"We will be told that the protective 


tar iff system is still essential to th 
public welfare and that it is in danger 
of complete destruction notwithstand 
ing the fact that the present postmast 
er-general recently declared that pro 
tiction had ceased to be necessary, and 
although 
McKinley practically im 


peached its principles when he eonced 
ed the open door in the Philippines and 
recommended free trade with Porto 
Rico as a plain duty. 


"But the people will not be deceived 


They know very well that the favoret 
few who are the beneficiaries ol the 
tariff have employed it as a poten 
factor in the creation of trusts am 
that they are now loudest in the clam 
or for foreign conquest because the] 
desire to still further increase their 
fortunes at the expense of the many.' 


"What of the free-silver issue ?" Mr, 


Johnson was asked. 


"There is the bugbear of free-silver 


coinage and the closely related bogie 
man of absolute ruin to all business 
interests in the event of Democratic 
ascendency," replied Mr. Johnson with 
characteristic earnestness. 
"These 


scarecrows will be elevated upon the 
highest poles attainable. Of course 
Republicans have been loudly boasting 
that even if they lost the presidency 
and house of representatives next No- 
vember, they would nevertheless be 
sure to hold the senate, and therefore 
there could be no serious 
change 


effected in the monetary system for 
the next four years. But this tune 
will now be changed to suit the exigen- 
cies of the situation. 


"The American peopTe, however, are 


amply able to determine the relative 
importance of the money question as 
compared with 
the proposition to 


abandon cherished traditions, force 
dominion upon alien races by the 
sword, and establish a colonial system 
to be maintained by great navies and 
enormous 
standing 
armies. 
They 


have sense enough to know that an 
economic error, while it may work 
damage, can be corrected, but that a 
decadence in the moral character of a 
nation is irremediable. 
They wil 


prefer to first save the republic, know- 
ing that there will be ample time and 
opportunity after this is accomplished 
in which to settle their differences of 
opinion upon mere questions of fi 
nance and the other questions of less 
importance. 


"In short, the advocates of govern 


ment by force will have to meet the 
real issue of the campaign squarely 
They will not be permitted to evade 
it. The searchlight of truth will be 
turned upon their motives and con 
duet.. They must defend the charge 
that it was not Providence, but they 
themselves, who paid $20,000,000 to 
oppress in the Orient, and that they 
are now waging there a war of com 
mereial avarice and not a war for 
Christianity and civilization. 


"They are charged with falsehood 


in asserting that the Filipinos are 
capable 
of self-government. 
They 


must answer to this, and explain how, 
even if their assertion is true, we, a 
free people, acquire the right to inter- 
fere by violence in the affairs ol these 
aliens, and also how they could possi- 
bly have inflicted more injury upon

NKW YORK, August 7.—For the past 


week we have been doing penance 
"under a stress of weather which would 
make the 
wickedest 
sinner think 


seriously of moral reform, if in the 
dread hereafter there is any hotter 
place than the Greater New York, the 
second city, in point of population, on 
the globe. One comfort we have in 
New 
York is that these roasting 


periods are seldom of long duration. 
Three days is usually the limit; but 
the heat of the past week has smashed 
all records and sent all who could get 
away flying out of town. 


A few years ago Coney Island seemed 


quite a trip from New York; now it is 
part of this great city, having been 
gobbled up, with everything in sight, 
at the general consolidation which 
formed the Greater Xew York. Here 
it is that New York's millions seek 
recreation, a salt water bath and fresh 
air. 
There are divisions of this great 


•watering place where the lines are 
closely drawn, where the parties oc- 
cupying one section hare no knowl- 
edge or desire to know anything of 
the denizens of the other section. The 
Oriental, at the northeast end of the 
island, takes nothing but the best—as 
he understands it. There are none of 
the attractions offered to the million 
in the other three sections—no vagrant 
Deutscher with a family of fourteen 
children or Wandering Jew takes pos- 
session of all the best seats on its 
magnificent 
porch 
to enjoy their 


bologna or frankfurter sausage with 
Schweitzer kase and lager, without 
being reminded that the porches and 
chairs were exclusively for the use of 
the guests, which was right. 
They 


pay a high price for their accommoda- 
tion and ought to be secured against 
intrusion. 


Next beyond to the southeast is the 


Manhattan, the great popular hotel of 
the island, where pig iron and ten- 
penny nails meet in a common com- 
munion. Everybody goes there now; 
it is the Mecca of pot-house politics, 
because many of the bettor* sort make 
it their headquarters, 
and you are 


quite as likely to meet on its roomy 
porches 
Senator Platt, or Eichard 


Croker, as Patsy Mooney, the swell 
undertaker, whose fees to the coroners 
are worth a prince's ransom, or Dry 
Dollar Sullivan, whose popular saloon 
is one of the sights of the town. 


Some years ago the Manhattan tried 


the exclusive and aristocratic dodge, 
but it would not work satisfactorily, 
and after a prolonged and bitter flght 
the attempt to make the Manhattan an 
aristocratic center was abandoned. 


The row began when a ukase was 


sent forth that no Jews were wanted 
at Manhattan. It was an imitation of 
the order of Judge Hilton at Saratoga, 
when it was publicly announced that 
in the iudge's magnificent caravansary 
there was no room for any of the 
descendants of Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob. One of the wealthiest and most 
respectable Hebrew bankers in New 
York applied for a suite of rooms for 
his family for the season and was 
denied on the plea that all the rooms 
were occupied, when the truth was 
that nearly a hundred rooms were 
empty. It was not long before the 
sons and daughters of Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob made Judge Hilton repent 
of his Jew baiting folly, for the judge 
had one vulnerable spot in his cuticle 
like Achilles of old—the difference be- 
tween the immortal Greek and Judge 
Hilton being that Achilles' weak spot 
was in his heel and the judge's weak 
spot was in his pocket. He had in- 
stalled his sons in the business where 
Mr. Stewart had built up a fortune of 
over 850,000,000. To him it had been 
a veritable gold mine. No business of 
equal success and magnitude could be 
found in the United States or Europe. 
Its most profitable patrons were the 
rich and 
enterprising Jews of the 


great west, who were building up 
those grand department stores which 
have completely revolutionized the 
business relations of the world. The 
Semitic thunderbolt was not long in 
striking Judge Hilton and his proteges. 
The great uptown store, with a stock 
that cost millions, became a wilder- 
ness. The hotel at Saratoga seemed 
struck 
with leprosy and the curse 


which 
was entailed on Alexander 


Turney Stewart's millions did not pass 
away till the great bulk of the prop 
erty had changed hands and Judge 
Hilton was laid in his grave. 


The example of this wretched Jew 


baiter did not make a permanent im- 
pression oa the Coney Island landlords, 
who saw the 
falling off in their 


receipts, and it gave them warning 
that the Jew had corns to stay. The 
magnificent benefactions 
of Baron 


Hirsch and 
Sir Moses Montefiore, 


which looked for a permanent home 
for the Jewish race in Palestine, will 
not be forgotten. 
The Jew who has 


achieved fame and fortune in England 
or the United States has no further 
use for Jerusalem or Bethlehem; New 
York, 
London, 
Philadelphia, 
San 


Francisco or Chicago are quite good 
enough for him, so here he is going to 
stay. 


To return to Coney Island; as soon 


as the semetie bar was removed, peace 
reigned supreme at Manhattan and 
now the sons and daughters of Judah 
can get anything they desire and have 
money to pay lor, from a bottle of 
Vive Cliquotchampagne to apork chop. 


Moving on down the sands we come

The Philadelphia Times, -which does 


not pretend to be friendly to Bryan, 
admits that he will poll at least one- 
third more votes in Philadelphia in 
1000 than he did in '96. This is con- 
siderable of an admission for a gold 
standard, imperialistic organ.

ourselves do not practice. The Phila- 
delphia North American a few days 
ago declared that there is not one place 
in Philadelphia where a homeless, re- 
fined woman without money can find 
shelter. The religion that raises mil- 
lions of 
dollars to send to foreign 


shores for the conversion of those who 
never can be rightly converted and ig- 
nores ignorance, suffering and desti- 
tution at its own doors cannot appeal 
strongly to the reasoning portion of 
mankind. 


Does any reasonable man wonder 


that here is trouble in China? The 
greater wonder Is that it did not occur 
sooner. With Russia, England, Ger- 
many and Franre demanding a slice 
of Chinese territory, and the United 
States' expansion fingers declaring for 
expansion and open doors all over the 
world, is it strange that the ignorant 
and superstitions hordes of Chiua-should 
conclude that the sooner the foreign 
devils are driven out the better it will 
be for China? We condemn in the 
heathen the very things we would have 
done a great deal sooner under similar 
circumstances. 


The platform that denounces trusts 


and at the same time praises the agency 
that creates thorn is an example of gall 
and inconsistency not equalled outside 
the political literature conceived by 
Mark Hanna. The Philadelphia plat- 
form, in a cowardly, misleading way, 
attempts to create the impression that 
the Republican party of Hanna, Mc- 
Kinley.

The Dingley bill has proved a 
great success for the millionaire pro- 
ducers like Carnegie, Hanna, Rocke- 
feller and Havemyer. 


As predicted some time ago by the 


writer, the influence of the Pennsylva- 
nia delegation was not frittered away 
at the Kansas City convention. Under 
the magnificent leadership of Col. ,T. 
M. Guffey the delegation, acting as a 
unit, wielded large influence in the 
great convention, not alone in shaping 
the platform, but In the nomination of 
the vice prcsidc-nt.

Col. Guffey, how- 
ever, soon learned after his arrival in 
Kansas City that Hill would not accept 
a nomination and that his nomination 
would be unwise, and with his usual 
quick discernment decided on Steven- 
son. It is a satisfaction for Pennsyl- 
vania Democrats to know that their 
their trusted leader was one of the few 
men whose advice was sought by dele- 
gates from all sections of the country. 
He has made a national reputation as 
one of the great leaders of the party.
